A HELPFUL SCHEME 
FOR 
THE FARM 
HOUSEWIFE is being urged and advertised by 
the meat markets of Comanche. 
It is simply this: 
The furnishing to the farm home, by parcel post, 
of fresh meat. 
During the harvest season the hea­ 
viest part of the work falls on the farm women in 
the fact that without extra facilities they are called 
upon to take care of often twice the usual family. 
In order to meet, these conditions the things she 
cooks must be easily prepared, and fresh meat is 
one food, that fills the bill more readily than any 
other. 
The market men are offering to supply this 
demand by use of the parcel post system. 
If orders 
be sent them they reach the market man that night 
and he can fill the order the next morning and mail 
it so that it will reach the consumer often in time 
for the noonday meal and always in time for sup­ 
per. 
Meat taken from iee in the morning and 
carefully wrapped in paper will keep during the 
whole day. 
Because paper is air tight and will 
keep the cold air enclosed with the meat. Owing to 
these things this makes the supplying of the farm 
table with fresh meat possible ami will prove a 
great benefit to the farm housewives.
